No. A-21021/11/75-Ad. 1113.—The President is pleased, on the occasion of Republic 
Day 1976, to award Appreciation Certificates to the undermentioned officers of the Cen¬ 
tral excise Department for exceptionally meritorious service rendered by them when 
undertaking a task even at the risk of their lives, 

(1) Shn Reihinam Krishnamurthy, Superintendent, Collectorate of Central Excise, 
Madurai, 

On receipt of information passed by the Assistant Collector, Customs Division, Nagn- 
pattinam, to the effect that a launch from Dubai was likely to land contraband on the 
night of 2nd June, 1974, or on subsequent nights, Shri Krishnamutrthy, Inspector, Sea- 
Base, Cuddalore, got the departmental launch ready for a sea operation and also gathered 
the crew of the launch with the utmost secrecy and pushed out to sea during high tide 
at about 20^0 hours oni 2nd June, 1974, He was the leader of the party being the only 
Inspector amongst the staff deployed on _ the risky venture, He was responsible for 
directing the entire operation and answerable for the safety of the entire crew of 11 , 
working under his command. The intelligence available to Shri Krishnamurthy indicated 
the possibility of the launch carrying fire arms and the risk to life in tackling the launch 
which was more than twice tho size of the departmental launch. The Inspector showed 
exceptional courage in chasing the Dubai vessel and finally intercepting it. While the 
Dubai vessel was very close to the departmental launch and while both the launches weTc 
running at high speed,,Shri Krishnamurthy set an example by jumping himself into the 
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foreign launch at the risk of his life and also ordered the members of his party to follow 
him. The Inspector also exhibited tenacity of purpose, presence of mind and admirable 
devotion to duty in effecting the seizure of the launch with goods of very high value and 
apprehending every person present in it, despite the damage caused to the departmental 
launch during the operation. Shri Krishnamurthy showed the exceptional courage at the risk 
of his life. 

(2) Shri Ram Ambumal Bhambhani, Inspector (Ordinary Grade ) Collect or ate of 

Central Excise, Ahmedabad. 


In pursuance of an intelligence report regarding large scale landing of contraband 
goods by Arftb Dhows on West coast, Shri Bhambhani, Inspector, alongwith another 
Inspector, two Sepoys and 9 crew members left for sea patrol at 15,00 hours on 6th 
February, 1974 on Government launch for patrolling opposite the Gujarat coast, They 
sailed deep into the sea off Umnrgaon and Dahanu and sighted one mechanised vessel, 
moving in suspicious manner at 16.30 hours on 7th February, 1974, The vessel appeared 
to be an Arab-dhow from its build and construction and appeared to be fully loaded 
from its movement in the sea. The suspected vessel, sensing that Customs launch was 
following it, started speeding away toward the deep sea. The officers thereupon gave a 
hot chase to the suspected craft for. over an hour under adverse circumstances when the 
sea was very choppy as there was a heavy breeze and the visibility was very poor. As 
soon as they were within a distance of about 200 yards from the suspected craft, the 
Customs launch was faced with a continued burst of Are, Shri Bhambhani showed 
commendable courage by cleverly remaining beyond the effective range of firing from the 
Arab Dhow and continued the chase. Finally in face of heavy firing, the suspected craft 
was cornered and intercepted at about 18.30 hours. The alien craft was escorted to 
Umargaon Customs House in the small hours of 8-2-74. and the search thereof resulted 
in the seizure of 126 packaged of fabrics of foreign origin valued al Rs. 15.53.087 and 
the vessel is valued at Rs. 2,20,000. 

In effecting this seizure, Shri R. A. Bhambhani exhibited extraordinary presence of 
mind, leadership, exemplary courage and bravery regardless of personal danger to his 
life.
